The male choir from St. Louis liertrand's, 
under the direction of Prof. Carl Ham- 
nersbach, rendered Uumonl's Gregor- 
ian If— tdier the mass Father Kaffo 
delivcrad a brief addfwa congratulatiDg 
the men on their Urge attendance and 
thanking then forth* hoaor ehown his 
parish. He add, "^rtiae no nan until 
he is dead," is an axiom of aome of the 
doctors of the church, but he cottiiiderad 
a word of encouragement now, in the 
true sense of praise giving, worth more 
than all that could be said after death.

At 3 o'clock Sunday afteraooB the ao- 
ciety conveutied in St. Francis' Hall for 
the purpose of heariug the quarterly re- 
ports of the various conferences as well 
as the reception of new merabe " De- 
epite the pouring rain St. Francis '"»11 
waa filled to orerflowing. The reports 
from the tawfaw cee showed forty-eight 
.aew membcrt bad been enrolled, of 
'whom twenty-eeven were preaent and 
were received by Preaident Campbell 
into the memberahip of the aodety 
throughout the world. While the calls 
for aid in a material way had been light, 
due to the good weather prevailing dur- 
ing the spring, tbe reports indicated that 
the work was being car-jfully attended 
to and the special committees to visit the 
jail and house of refuge made encourag- 
ing reports of the pleasure shown by the 
inmates upon the occaaion of their visits. 

After the reporU bad been read Preai- 
dent Campbell introdnoad the Rev. 
Father Denis Murphy, paator of St. 
William's church, who had been aelected 
to ileliver the principal addreaa of the 
meeting. I-'ather Murphy t>egan by re- 
peating the motto of the society: 

"No work of charity is foreign to the 
Society of St. Vincent de Pau " From 
the excellent reporU just hear^ I judge 
that yon have been true to the motto of 
oar aodety, and I commend your various 
aaterprlaee and the tmit of yoar xeal 
during the past quarter of a year. In 
fact while I listened to tba Uat of good 
workj .tccomplished the tboogbt came to 
me that you were what T might call 
l:ui>;hts of holy charity. In these times 
we bear much of knighthood. Our day 
is very fond of the chivalry and romance 
of past ages. There are knigbta of every 
aim and for most any objeel. For many 
their field of valor is the banquet table, 
their armament a knife, fork and spoon.

In 
looking about for means to help me n 
caring for the poor I turned to the 
mother church— the Cathedral. I felt 
that the spirit there was formed by one 
we all loved, dear Patbar Bonchet, and 
it waa just such sodety and just anch 
esprit de corps that would render valu- 
able assistauce in the new conference at 
St. William's. But my moat sautjuine 
hopes in establishing St William's con- 
ference did not hold out promise uf such 
gratifying results. These Vincentiana 
have bMome my right hand, ever ready 
and willing to second any effort for ike 



good of the pariah, and I hope and pray 
that they may ever be the comfort and 
joy they are to me now. Not only this, 
but all the conferences show a vast 
amount of good done.

Amoof 
the Inkcwarm aad aegllgeat, aaalaofor 
the aepareted bnthren, e life fall of char- 
ity like yonra accomplishes much for 
God and holy church. 

It is the aim of our society to help the 
poor. To make men holy we must make 
them happy. Kindness unlocks every 
heart. Without it we are dry wells. 
With it we are wdl on to winning the, 
goal for whidi «a ddv*. Borne p«d la 
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"Thaa let at pray that coow it amy, 
Aaeoaalt iHll, for a' that. 
That man to man the world o'er 

May brothers be for a' that." 
In achieving it our watchword is kind- 
ne.ss. We must lavish it daily, not defer 
nor neglect it, for we shall not pass this 
way again. Your numerous activities 
are cause for congratulation. The works 
projected are proof of vitality. We can 
only improve in gidng more of tbia true 
spirit of oat aodety. Thia done we ahall 
have lived wdl np to tha i^lrit aa^ aiau 
of 8t Viaoeat, UMaam aad Boaehet 
We are in a free country. Bvery atep of 
progress or activity will be won by strug- 
gle. Friends will misapprehend, many 
will misunderstand, bnt with kindneaa 
always to the foce we flui aaver whdly 
fail. 

So go back to your conferences proud 
of yoar noble work done and spurred on 
to reaa wad eaetgy aad activity In what 
Ilea before. Aad tra* kaighta that yoa 
are, champioaa of the poor, be laataat in 
charity. Work, work, work, never cease. 
While miaery and rin and darkneas are 
abroad

After the applause following Father 
Mwphy'a atfONMr-ttaa dfiia' aWiy the 
Rev. Father P. M. J, Rods, Chaplain of 
the aodety, waa called apoa to speak 
and made one of his usual happy ad- 
dresses, complimenting the men on their 
fine showing at mass in the morning and 
at the afternoon meeting. He also com- 
mented on the projected idea of estab- 
lishing a Catholic jiroli-ctory for boys, 
but added that no practical plan for 
anch aa iaaUtatloa had beea worked 
out Father Deppea waa thca called 
upoa aad bode ttaeaMaAenaot to be too 
haaty la aadertaklag the bailding of 
such an establishment, bnt encouraged 
them to liope that the fulfillment of their 
plans were not far distant. President 
Campbell and Secretary Doyle followed 
and the Vincentiana then adjourned, 
feeling better for the wwda of ahcour- 
agement all had heard.

American. Tt was written to a cousin, 
mtmbtt of oee or the teligioaa evders of 
Uwievllla, by aa Iridi-AaMdcaa tody of 
Clavalaad^ who la aow a^Joylag • vidt 
to her old home la Irdaad after 
of thirty years. It ia poetically beautlfnt 
n its pathos, and yet the writer baa 
never made a claim to literary distinC' 
tion. It is the outpouring of a noble 
soul that sighs with loving memory of 
the things that were in her "Home, 
Sweet Home." She fiinds thehillaand 
the vallejra. the foreata, the bridgee and 
the rivara, aw all In the mam old place. 
The traea are at vardaat aa of yora and 
the ahaaMoaka atiU ftoaridi. She aeee 
the same birda aad the aame beasts of the 
field, but, alasf the boys and girls wh» 
danced in thoae beautiful valleys are 
gone — all exiled to America — driven out 
by famine and English misrule. It is a 
letter that ought to touch every Irish 
heart. Listen to thia beantifnl plaint: 

CHAHti, Bvaw, CAnutaAa.— My 
Dear Oooda: I neppoaa yea aspect a 
letter Iraai Irdaad fiaai am, aad i 
ahonM not feel aatiaBed if I did aot 
write, since I know how delighted yon 
would be und how happy I wonld be to 
have you wandering around with me. 
The pleasure I feel in visiting these na- 
tive spots that r know you love so well is 
something I certainly would like to share 
with you. Mary and I went to Milebuah 
Sunday, and the joy I felt in seeing the 
dear old places you can better imagine 1 
than I caa daadila. Tha J0tc$, Wit- 
bnah, is very liltia dmaged. Tba Brat 
place ou the ronte waa the gfova which 
leads into Spencer street. I thlak we 
used to call it the Charter House hill. 
The trees here are beautiful. No such 
green trees in America. As I walked up 
the road I heard the m3urnful cry of 
hundreds of black crows that make their 
home in Lord Lucan's grove, which you 
remember well. Also numbers of jack- 
daws, which hopped aroand me, ao 
doubt glad to aee ma. They lodkad 
to me to be the aame jackdawa that I 
Bsw thirty years ago, and the crow^ were 
just as black. I could hear the c-u-c-k-o-o, 
c-u-c-k-o-o, iu the distance. When I 
stood still to listen the cuckoo stopped, 
and I could bear nothing but the voice 
of that piece of poetry that I have often 
repeated to myaelf dnce I canM: 
"Backwaid, tara ba^waid, O time, in 
yoar flight. 
Make me a child agda, jnd for 
tonight." 

Sut time does not turn backward, and 
I went on walking uutil I came to the 
Breafy road, which is just the same and 
in the same old place. Next I came to 
the rdlway atatioa that haa been the 
acene of ao many aad partlaga in yeara 
gone hf. Then came B a l ne a lake. It ia 
ia the aame place, aad the aceaary anmad 
it is beantifnl, bat there ia ao one to 
enjoy it. The people are all in America, 
except a few old people. From there I 
could see Milebush hill, but hated to go 
up, as I wanted the pleasure before me, 
like the boy who hated to eat the pie. 
But I did go up, and soon came to where 
Mrs. Duncan used to live. The honae is 
not there, bnt jrou remember old Jack 
Kelly who livad there. He waa aa old 
miaer aad had di lot of moaey, bat his 
money went aadly, aa every miaer'a 
money doaa. Next I came to Bolnre 
boreen, where the old tambourine of long 
ago played for many a happy crowd of 
dancers. No noise there now — the place 
is like the grave. I looked down the 
boreen and saw a few little girls carr>'ing 
cana of water from the slang, the dear 
old alang, where Neddy's donkey was 
drowned, and such a weeping among all 
the children of the'ndgbborhood. It is 
the prindpal wdl aboat there. I did 
not go dowa. as I wanted to hurry up to 
Milebuah. We got as far as Neddy's 
hill, which ia not a particle changed. 
Soon we were met by two little lambs 
which had strayed out from Philbin's 
land, still owned by them. They were 
determined to stay with us, anil as I 
always loved the little innocent creatures 
I began to talk to them, and a man came 
along and told us that they had lost their 
mother and wanted to be petted. I did 
wish that I could have taken one with 
me. In writing about the lamhe I am for- 
getting about gdag to MUebaab. We 
were aoon aa far aa Matf HeOoagh's 
orchard. Both ahe and her husband are 
dea'l. I'roin hero we can see the back 
part of Mary Mullin's house and the 
same old cabt^age garden that she used to 
watch on Hollow Eve night. Gney Mul- 
roney and Tommy McHale arc living in 
toe houae. I did not know which house 
to go into first.

, I waa ghid to have an 
ve some tea in the dear 
old place once «iore. We had it in the 
room waere all my childish dreams were 
dreamoi, and Which I longed so much 
to see. We ne»t went down to Neddy's 
houses-down tbt dear old bill that looks 
jsst tlip same lind brought back mem- 
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su({)er we had chicken, tea and currant 
cale. We partook of everything before 
us for the fresh Iriah air, the air that I 
longed so much to breathe, made me 
"sUrved with tM hunger." After awhile 
we atadod hamf prdty tired. We are 
goiag to Braa^aazt Saaday. I have 
not aeea lla>y Jaa yet. Mm. Win. a 
riatttol MIchadfe wUe. ia vary alA with 
pneumonia aad fi aot ezpectad to live, 
but I hear she is tome better today.
